1 . The response filed February 24, 2005 is acknowledged.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hinchman (2,517,877). 

Hinchman discloses an adjustable gas nozzle comprising: a nozzle body member 
8; a conduit 7; an adjustment member 25, 26; a coupling 16; a by-pass passageway 18; 
cooperative surfaces 19, 27; cooperating means 12, 32; a seal 14, 15. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicants arguments filed February 24, 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that claim 1 has been amended to provide a non-adjustable first 
restricted orifice. Applicant's argument does not appear to be commensurate in scope 
with the claimed invention. Claim 1 does not recite "a non-adjustable first restricted 
orifice" nor is it inherently required by the limitations recited.
